The men and woman in the 
Grayling Order of the Eastern 
Star #85 insist that their annual 
pasty sale is about fellowship 
and supporting the community, 
but don’t try to pry the recipe 
from its members — that’s a 
secret that stays with the frater- 
nity. 

The Grayling Order of the 
Eastern Star #85 members 
began making hundreds of 
pasties for their annual fund- 
raiser last week. 

The pasty was brought to the 
Upper Peninsula by the wives of 
the Cornish Miners in the early 
1850's. The recipe made in 
Grayling this week, which 
included beef, potatoes, onions, 
carrots, and rutabaga baked 
inside a golden crust, actually 
came from the south. 

The Roscommon Order of the 
Eastern Star made pasties to 
support the community. But 
when that chapter folded two 
years ago, the pasty fund-raiser 
started a Grayling tradition.

The parking area, created for 
use during the City of 
Grayling’s $1.3 million 


streetscape project, will receive 
a facelift as the majority of work 
for the first-phase of the down- 
town beautification initiative 
nears completion. 

The Grayling City Council, at 
its meeting last week, approved 
an expenditure of up to $10,000 
from the city’s income tax fund 
to be spent on improving the 
city parking lot behind the for- 
mer Chief Shoppenagon's Motor 
Motel. 

Last month, the city and Bill 
Gannon, the owner of the former 
Chief Shoppenagon's Motor 
Motel, reached a lead deal to 
lease the parking lot behind the 
building to the city for use dur- 
ing the downtown beautification 
project. 

Business owners are encour- 
aged to have their customers and 
employees use the parking lot 
during construction. 

The parking area, which is 
open for use, will be repaved 
and striped within the next two 
weeks, Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer said. 

Thayer said it should cost 
about $4,500 to have the lot 
repaved. 

The council also directed 
Thayer to study lighting for the 
parking tot, and bring back a

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City Council adopts 
water shut off policy

Grayling city residents and 
renters who go to get a drink of 
water or get cleaned up may see 
their faucets drip to their last 
drops soon. 

The Grayling City Council, at 
iis meeting last week, adopted a 
water shut off policy for the 
community. 

As city officials studied the 
water fund earlier this month, 
Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said that there was an 
outstanding balance of $84,000 
owed to the city for municipal 
water. The city budgets $560,000 
to provide the water and sewer 
service for the year. 

“That’s a heavy impact on the 
water fund, because when it gets 
that far behind, it’s hard for that 
fund to pay its bills,’ Thayer 
said. 

Over the last several years, 
Thayer said the city has had an 
unofficial policy that it would 
not cut off water services to 
homeowners or people that lease 
apartments and businesses in the 
community. As a result, people

have opted to let their bills go 
unpaid for several months in 
order to pay other bills and 
expenses. 

Landlords, however, have 
made complaints to city officials 
when a tenant leaves, since the 
unpaid bill goes to the property 
owner and not to the renters, 
leaving the property owners 
stuck with the water bills. 

Under the new policy, the city 
will shut off the water supply if 
the bill goes unpaid after 90 
days, unless payment arrange- 
ments are made with city offi- 
cials, 

“We'll work with everybody 
that comes to us, but the people 
who simply ignore us will have 
their water turned off,’ Thayer 
said. ' 
Past due notices, warning city 
residents that their water will be 
shut off, will be sent along with 
the quarterly water bills if any 
bills have not been paid in 60 
days. 

This week, letters will be sent 
to city residents who owe over

The Salling, Hanson & Co., 
was formed by Danish immi- 
grants Rasmus Hanson, Nels 
Michelson and Ernest Salling. 

The Salling, Hanson & Co., 
began operations in Grayling in 
1878, floating fogs on the 
Manistee River to timber OuyeNs 
in Manistee: “3 

In 1882, the firm started to 
manufacture lumber on its own, 
having bought out a small 
sawmill. 

Nels Michelson and Hanson 
also formed the Michelson & 
Hanson Lumber Co, which 
established a large mill in 
Lewiston in 1889. 

Together, the three men owned 
and harvested thousand of acres 
of pine and hardwoods from 
Crawford, Kalkaska, 
Montmorency and Presque Isle 


Counties. 
Hanson and Michelson also 
had other business interests, 


including the Michigan Sugar 
Company, the first sugar compa- 
ny organized in the state, and the 
Crawford County Exchange 
Bank. 

Hanson donated 15,000 acres 
of land to the Michigan National 
Guard to establish Camp 
Grayling as a state military reser- 
vation, Michelson was a large 


benefactor for the Michelson 
Memorial United Metiogist

A similar safe door, manufac- 
tured by the P. Ol’s Company of 
Detroit, is located in the Grayling 
Vision center operated by Dr, 
Mark Noss.

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City traffic safety issues addressed

Grayling City officials are 
taking steps to address traffic 
safety at two busy intersections 
in the community. 

Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer said that stop 
signs to establish a four-way 
stop would be placed at the 
intersection of Ionia Street and 
Plum Street. 

Thayer said that safety con- 
cerns have been raised due to 
children walking to the 
AuSable Primary School and 
the Grayling Elementary 
School, as well as patrons going 
to the Devereaux Memorial 
Crawford County Library. 

Library users, school 
employees and parents drop- 
ping off and picking up their 
children from school, utilize a 


shared parking lot between the 
schools and the library. 

Thayer said that motorists 
using the parking area are 
unaware that they are required 
to stop under the state’s traffic 
vehicle code prior to leaving 
parking lots. 

“The four-way stop will 
require people to stop, catch 
their breath and look out for the 
students before they safely pro- 
ceed out of the parking areas,” 
he said. 

City officials will also be 
painting stop bars at the inter- 
section of Lake Street and Erie 
Street, 

City resident Kami Wellman 
recently sent a letter reporting 
several accidents and near colli- 
sions from motorists who fail to 
come to a complete stop at the 
two stop signs on Lake Street. 


Thayer said the stop bars 
would be placed near the stop 
signs, giving motorists an extra 
reminder to bring their vehicles 
to a halt. 

Lake Street is used as a route 
for motorists traveling between 
M-72 West and North Down 
River Road, as well as a route to 
north bound I-75. 

During a recent traffic survey, 
Grayling City Police Chief Kar] 
Schreiner observed 70 cars 
travel through the Lake Street 
and Erie Street intersection ina 
30-minute period. 

“The stop bars will bring an 
extra notice that they need to 
stop,’ Thayer said. “People 
have been driving through there 
for so long that they don’t stop 
because the stop signs have 
become part of the scenery.” 

City police officers have also 


been directed to set up regular 
patrols at the intersection, issu- 
ing tickets to people who fail to 
stop at the stop signs. 

“Tf that doesn't work suffi- 
ciently, we'll look at some other 
measures at that time,” Thayer 
said. 

Finally, city officials will also 
be working with property own- 
ers near the Lake Street and 
Erie Street intersection, where 
there are several large trees and 
bushes. 

Thayer said three of the faut 
sides at the intersection have 
decreased visibility for 
motorists due to the vegetation. 
City officials will address the 
issue with property owners, 
since the city ordinance 
requires three feet of ground 
clearance within 30 feet of an 
intersection, Thayer said.

Fuller brought the secret recipe 
for the pasty fund-raiser from the 
Roscommon chapter, having no 
ties to the traditional Yooper 
made pasties. 

“I just jumped right in and 
helped out, and learned how to 
make them,” Fuller said. 

Last year, the Grayling Order 
of the Eastern Star #85 sold 
1,079 pasties, and are on track to 
sell that amount or more this 
year. 

“People buy a dozen to two 
dozen at a time,” Fuller said. 

As of Monday, the chapter had 


purchased 50 pounds of onions, 
80 pounds of potatoes, 23 pounds 
of carrots, 30 pounds of rutaba- 
gas and 100 pounds of sirloin 
steak for the pasties. 

“We use sirloin steak, that’s 
what makes them so good, but 
we don’t share our recipe - that’s 
a secret,’ said Nye Shaw, the 
worthy matron for the Grayling 
Order of the Eastern Star #85. 

While the men are busy chop- 
ping up the potatoes, onions, car- 
rots, and rutabagas, the woman 
prepare the meat and crust and 
fold the pasties into half moon 
shaped forms. The pasties are 
then baked and frozen to fill 
dozens of pre-orders. 

“Everything we do at the 
Eastern Star is about fellowship — 
its a fraternity of men and 
women,” Fredlund said during a 
coffee break as the members 
made the pasties Monday. 

Calvin Mot, the worthy patron 
for the Grayling Order of the 
Eastern Star #85, concurred with 
those sentiments.

In a June 28 article written by 
Glen Puit of the Great Lakes 
News Bulletin News Service, an 
investigation by the Michigan 
Land Use Institute found, in part: 
“16 months ago; when executives 
from the company representing 
the project, Axiom Entertainment 
of Rochester, Mich., came to 
town, they convinced everyone 
silting on the Crawford County 
Economic Development 
Partnership Board to sign confi- 
dentiality agreements regarding 
the park,” Puit wrote. 

Further, the article questions 
whether county officials are 
“blurred” between public repre- 
sentation and private interest. 

This is a troubling situation for 
all arca residents. 

Now that past financial woes 
have also been brought to the pub- 
lic eye, it’s time for al] area rest- 
dents to step back and take a look 
ai just what has been happening in 
their own backyard - secrecy 
agreements which are even more 
troubling. 

Judy Nadler, a senior fellow in 
government ethics at the 
MarkkuJa Center for Applied 
Ethics at Santa Clara University in 
California and an expert in gov- 
ernment management principles, 
put it bluntly in the Institute's June 
article about the secrecy issue: 

“As an elected official, Pd be 
insulted . . . It certainly sends a 
troubling message to the public” 
Nadler said in the article. “These 
folks are clected to do the public’s 
business, and they are required to 
do that business in full daylight.” 

In the same article, project 
manager Patrick Crosson is quot- 
ed about committing a large sum 
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tor must adopt a new attitude that 
the responsibility has become 
what is best for the state, and all 
Michigan citizens, rather than 
what may be of primary concern 
to the voters in Eaton County or 
Melvindale or Alpena or Shelby 
Township, or wherever she/he 
was elected. 

Hopefully there is no clash 
between what best serves the 
home district and what best 
serves the state, and frequently 
that is the case. Sometimes there 
is conflict. 

The parochialism that places 
hometown concerns above the 
needs of Michigan as a state ~ 
and ail Michigan citizens — often 
stands in the way of productive 
compromise, which is an impor- 
tant element in our annual budget 
making standoffs, with legisla- 
tors from both parties being 
equally steadfast against budging 
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of his own moncy to the project: 

“We are committing $60 mil- 
lion of private equity to this pro- 
ject, which is unheard of,” 
Crosson said in the article. “A big 
piece of that is mine and I don’t 
have a crystal ball to say unequiv- 
ocally we are going to succeed. 
We have structured this in such a 
way that if all the pieces don’t 
come together, the only person 
embarrassed is me.” 

Yet, according to recent articles 
published by the Traverse City 
Record Eagle and the Crawford 
County Avalanche, Crosson has 
himself just come out of bank- 
ruptcy, not to mention being key 
in the failed amusement park in 
Indiana where local contractors 
didn’t get paid, and the park never 
materialized. 

Some local officials have come 
out in print and said this informa- 
tion is “irrelevant” and doesn’t 
affect this local project. 

Huh? 

We have a failed amusement 
park, contractors who didn't get 
paid, secrecy agreements, and a 
project manager/investor who 
states he personally is going to 
commit millions of dollars to this 
project, yet just came out of bank- 
ruptcy. 

This is simply unacceptable. 

Whether you live in Grayling, 
Beaver Creek or any township in 
Crawford County, residents will 
be affected. The bottom line 1s 
laxes will have to go up to support 
the multi-million dollar bond 
Crosson and his cronies want for 
infrastructure. 

And they expect my family, and 
yours, to pay for it. 

It’s time everyone make their 
voices heard loudly and clearly. 

Any county or township official 
that owns a business or land close 
by which would be affected by the 
development of this theme park 
should recuse themselves imme- 
diatcly from the entire process. 

It's a huge conflict of interest, 
and it makes a cynic like me won- 
der why any county or local town- 
ship official would choose to 
ignore all the red flags and risk 
more economic disaster for our 
area? 

Just exactly who was really 
supposed to benetit? 

These are questions voters need 
to think hard and long about in 
this county in the very near future.

Another delay in the cleanup of spills 


To the editor: 

On Feb. 27, 2004, officials of 
Merit Energy Co. held an infor- 
mative meeting with some of the 


property owners in the 
Wilderness Valley Development 
in the southwest part of Otsego 
County. The purpose of the 
meeting was to ensure the own- 
ers that Merit was going to clean 
up the hydrocarbon spills that 
have occurred on the land owned 
by Shell Oil and Gas Co. over the 
last several decades (that’s 20 to 
30 years). As part of the pur- 
chase agreement with Shell, 
Merit would clean up the site 
(known as Hayes 22) and Shell 
would have a large amount of 
money set aside to cover the 
costs of Merit’s remediation 
expenses. 

Several additional meetings 
with more property owners and 
some government officials, both 
local and state, and DEQ 
(Michigan Department — of 
Environmental Quality) person- 


nel also took place, wherein we 
were again told the clean up 
would be done in a safe, “quick 
and timely” fashion. 

Now, fast forward, three and a 
half years to August 2007. | This 
is quick and timely, right? It has 
only been in the past several 
months that Merit has done any 
of the necessary pipeline con- 
struction in Wilderness Valley to 
address the cleanup that will 
(maybe) happen. 

Now they have another weak 
and flimsy excuse to further 
delay the cleanup. The Kolke 
Creek issue. Merit, with the aid- 
ing and abetting of its lackey, the 
DEQ, are appealing the injunc- 
tion that prohibits them to use 
Kolke Creek as a dumping 
ground for the waste water, 
resulting from their cleanup 
process. How long an appeal 
process can take, I don’t know, 
but it will result in another long 
delay to stop the contamination 
that is slowly working its way 
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through the ground water in 
Wilderness Valley.

Michigan logging camp 


On Saturday evening, Sept. 22 
from 7 p.m. to 9 p.m., visitors to 
Hartwick Pines State Park will 
have the opportunity to journey 
back to the year 1896 and meet 
some of the members of the 
Salling, Hanson and Company’s 
“Section 9 Camp” as they pre- 
pare for the upcoming winter 
logging season. Costumed inter- 
preters will portray several mem- 
bers of the camp including Karen 
“Bessie” Michelson (the future 
Karen Hartwick), a local board- 
ing house owner, the landlooker, 
the camp clerk, the cook, a team-

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Practical Victory 
over Sin 


There are three key words 
pointing us to victory over sin in 
Romans 6. These words are 
“know,” “reckon,” and “yield.” 
The word “know” or “knowing” 
is found in Romans 6:3,6,9. 
Because we “know” we are untt- 
ed with Jesus Christ through 
faith in His death, burial, and 
resurrection, we can “reckon” 
ourselves to be dead unto sin and 
alive unto God, Now in Romans 
6:12-14 we are taught how to 
“yield” ourselves daily unto 
God. Our union with Jesus 
Christ makes us dead to sin, but 
sin ts not dead to us. 

First, we must resist the 
demands of lust and sin within 
our bodies in Romans 6:12: 
“Let not sin therefore reign in 
your mortal body, that ye should 
obey it in the lusts thereof.” As 
we are told in James 1:14,15: 
“14But every man is tempted, 
when he is drawn away of his 
own lust, and enticed. !5Then 
when Just hath conceived, it 
bringeth forth sin: and sin, when 
it is finished, bringeth forth 


death.” Peter pleads with us in 
1 Peter 2:11: “L1Dearly 
beloved, I beseech you as 


strangers and pilgrims, abstain 
from fleshly lusts, which war

against the soul.” “‘2'That he no 
longer shoutd live the rest of his 
time in the flesh to the lusts of 
men, but to the will of God.” (1 
Pet. 4:2). 

Second, we are not only to 
resist the demands of sin, but 
also reverse the decisions to sin, 
We are to make a choice where 
we yield our members in 
Romans 6:13: “Neither yield ye 
your members as instruments of 
unrighteousness unto sins but 
yield yourselves unto God, as 
those that are alive from. the 
dead, and) your members as 
instruments of righteousness 
unto God.” Colossians 3:5, 6 
illustrate this truth:  “SMortify 
therefore your members which 
are upon the earth: fornication, 
uncleanness, inordinate affec- 
tion, evil concupiscence, and 
covetousness, which is idolatry: 
6For which things’ sake the 
wrath of God cometh on the chil- 
dren of disobedience:” The 
first half verse 13 reminds us not 
to yield to sin in our daily lives. 

The second half of verse 13 
teaches us to yield ourselves 
unto God as instruments of 
righteousness. “....But yield 
yourselves unto God, as those 
that are alive from the dead, and 
your members as instruments of 
righteousness unto God” 
“t5Know ye not that your bodies 
are the members of Christ? shall

Christ, and make them the mem- 
bers of an harlot? God forbid,” 
(1 Cor. 6:15}. “ET beseech you 
therefore, brethren, by the mer- 
cles of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God, which is 
your reasonable service. 2And 
be not conformed to this world: 
but be ye transformed by the 
renewing of your mind, that ye 
may prove what is that good, and 
acceptable, and perfect, will of 
God." (Rom. 12:1.2). 

Third, we are not only to resist 
the demands of sin and reverse 
the decisions to sin, but we are 
also to reject the dominion of sin 
in Romans 6:(4: “For sin shall 
not have dominion over you: for 
ye are not under the law, but 
under grace. “21That as sin 
hath reigned unto death, even so 
might grace reign through right- 
cousness unto eternal life by 
Jesus Christ our Lord?” (Rom. 
8:21). “2For the law of the Spirit 
of fife in Christ Jesus hath made 
inc free from the law of sin and 
death.” (Rom, 8:2). Victory is in 
Jesus!
